A most interesting peculiarity which 


the diagram shows throughout is the 
noticeable inclination of all to state 
then- ages in round numbers. At each 
five year mark, and btili more at tlie 
ten year periods, the line invariably 
lakes a sudden upward turn. As al- 
ready said, however, a true, graphic 
statement of the facts about tbc ages 
of New Hampshire women would of 
course take the form of a gradually 
curving line, the course of which would " 
lie practically through the midst of 
these various irregularities. It would 
not look so interesting by itself; but, 
drawn over the inferences from the 
figures as they were given to the gov- 
ernment officials, it suggests an enter- 
taining element of human vanity which 
would hardly be so evident in any oth- 
er form of statistical statement.
